Leading off the auction is our incredible selection of ancients, which is brimming with truly something for 
everyone. For the gold collectors, we have Roman Imperial solidi of Avitus and Petronius Maximus, as well as 
an early issue Persian daric, Babylonian double-darics, a variety of Egyptian octodrachms and Byzantine solidi 
from Irene, Philippicus and both styles of facing Christ portraits from Justinian Il. Greek collectors will want to 
pay special attention to the Syracusan offerings, which boasts an array of breathtaking gold and silver issues 
spanning 275 years. Many unpublished and unlisted varieties appear throughout the entire session; examples 
include some fascinating archaic Cypriot staters and an Antiochus III tetradrachm, which may help to solve 
a mystery of an uncertain mint. Concluding the ancients section is one of the most historically significant 
coins we have had the pleasure of offering — an eighth-stavraton of Constantine XI, the last issue of Byzantine 
coinage, struck from melted down silver holy vessels during the siege of Constantinople in 1453, which ended 
the Byzantine Empire. 


Once again, a rich selection of Brazilian gold coinage is also present in the auction. The majority hails from the 
revered Santa Cruz collection, and spans a widely inclusive array of dates, mints, and denominations, starting 
from the late 17 century and continuing all the way to the Republic issues of the 20 century. More widely, 
Latin America offers a generous sampling of varied delights. Some of our favorites are an impressive and very 
rare near-choice Cuban 20 Pesos of 1915, as well as a Spanish Philip V 8 Escudos dated 1728, certified XF45 
by NGC. In addition to the countless other engaging examples in this realm, a Colombian “Cundinamarca” 8 
Reales, dated 1821, notably ties for the finest certified representative of its type to-date. 


From the broad general assortment of world coins the variety is such that it is difficult to point to any specific 
theme. Offerings of importance, though, are certainly not in short supply, with highlights originating from 
vastly different corners of the globe. From Africa, we find an astounding MS6/-graded Pattern Birr, EE 1892 
(1899). From Asia, a PCGS-certitied example of the famed “Auto” Dollar. From Europe, hammered gold (such 
as a grand Philip VI Double Royal d’or!), as well as a superb selection of rare English hammered Pennies dating 
to the medieval period.

Lions prowled the 
hinterlands of Thrace and Macedon in this era and Herodotus 
recounts an episode when the baggage train of the Persian King 
Xerxes's army was set upon by lions during its march from Asia 
Minor into Greece proper.

Alexander the Great left such an enormous impact on the world 
that coins continued to be struck in his name for more than two 
centuries after his death. This gold stater, with types identical to 
those of the great conqueror, was issued nearly a century after 
his death by a city on the Black Sea, either Calchedon in Bithynia 
or Callatis in Thrace.

The son of the brutal but capable King Philip II of Macedon, 
Alexander came to the throne upon his father’s assassination in 
336 BC and immediately launched into a career of conquest that 
took him to the very ends of the known world. Using the invincible 
army his father had assembled and trained, Alexander attacked 
the gigantic Persian Empire and defeated its king, Darius IT, in 
three titanic battles between 335 and 332 BC. Unsatisfied with 
simply plundering the Persian realm and returning to Macedon, 
Alexander spent the next eight years driving his army steadi- 
ly eastward, into the deserts of Arabia, the rugged mountains 
of Afghanistan, and the jungles of India, founding new cities 
in his wake. A true visionary, he sought a fusion of cultures 
and peoples, exhorting his soldiers to take wives from the local 
native populations and adopt Persian and Indian modes of dress. 
Alexander’s conquests “liberated” tons of gold and silver that 
had been locked away for centuries in the Great King’s treasuries 
in Sardes, Susa, Persepolis and Babylon. Mint masters soon set 
to work turning this huge haul into coins, which were paid out to 
Alexander’s soldiers and high officials in staggering quantities. 
However, the silver decadrachm denomination, worth 10 Attic 
drachms and 2.5 tetradrachms, was struck in limited numbers, 
indicating they were presentation pieces intended for only the top 
tier of Macedonian officers. Their extreme rarity today makes 
it highly likely that these pieces were handed out by Alexander 
himself at a special ceremony, perhaps the one recorded at Susa 
in 324 BC where the great conqueror assembled his army and 
distributed up to 20,000 talents to his Macedonian veterans. The 
bidder on this piece thus has an opportunity to acquire a coin 
that, with a high degree of likelihood, could have passed through 
the hands of Alexander the Great.

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing 
the world’s first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold 
and silver. Prior to this, coins were produced in electrum, a natu- 
rally occurring alloy of gold and silver. This situation obviously 
caused a number of problems, most notably because the propor- 
tions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In fact, there is strong 
evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, artificially 
manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has 
a gold-to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck 
with 54% gold and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that 
the gold standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, 
designed at recalling as many of the circulating electrum staters 
as possible. The early electrum staters of Asia Minor were typi- 
cally struck on a weight standard of 14.15 grams. Considering the 
relative value of gold to silver at the time was 1:13, then one gold 
stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King Croesus, based on 
a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been equal to the 
gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circulated at 
an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old 
electrum coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at 
adel ratio: 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian govern- 
ment issued the new light stater, which weighed approximately 
8.05 grams (as evidenced by the coin on offer here, which, lacking 
any sort of wear, weighs 8.08 grams- one of the heaviest light 
staters we have seen). Kroll continues his argument that this new 
weight standard was designed to recall as many of the remaining 
electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 gram standard is based on 
the actual gold and silver content of early electrum coins (54% 
gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard was 
used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value 
and the light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold 
and silver value. 


The conventional wisdom has always been that the light staters 
of Croesus were much more common than his heavy staters by 
a factor of three or four. However, in recent years, studies of 
auction appearances of both types have strongly suggested oth- 
erwise. Though the light stater was almost certainly produced 
for a longer period than the heavy stater, the survival rate for the 
former may be significantly less than previously thought. As such, 
new information and studies about the surviving population of 
each type lead to the conclusion that the light stater is actually the 
rarer of the two types.

David Hendin, author of “Guide to Biblical Coins” and one 
of the world’s foremost authorities on Holy Land coinage, has 
proposed that the walls represented on this issue of the satrap 
Mazaeus might be those of Jerusalem, rather than Tarsus, the 
city of issue. He translates the Aramaic inscription on the reverse 
as “Mazaeus who is over Beyond the River and Cilicia.” The 
similarity of this inscription to a phrase used in the Old Testament 
books Ezra and Nehemiah suggests that it is a coded reference 
to Jerusalem, whose formidable circuit of walls was famous in 
antiquity.

The buying power of one gold mnaieion was enormous and 
unprecedented, roughly $4,000 in today’s currency. No other 
kingdom or empire in the ancient world could produce such large 
gold coins, and this display of economic clout drew thousands of 
mercenary soldiers into Egypt's service. This large and powerful 
army was put to maximum use by the third king of the Ptolemaic 
dynasty, Ptolemy III Euergetes (246-222 BC). Shortly after inher- 
iting the throne of the Pharaohs, he launched a massive invasion 
of the neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of Syria.

The traditional attribution of this well-known type holds that it 
depicts Diodotus I, the first king of independent Bactria, but gives 
the name of the concurrent Seleucid King, Antiochus II Theos. 
Under this interpretation, the coin represents the Bactrian 
Kingdom’s transition from being the largest and furthest-flung prov- 
ince of the Seleucid Kingdom to full independence under Diodotus, 
who later (after about 235 BC) struck coins naming himself as 
king, or Basileus. A more recent theory put forth by historian Jens 
Jakobsson in Numismatic Chronicle (2010) posits that “Antiochus 
Nicator” was an entirely different ruler of Bactria, probably a son 
of Diodotus I, who ruled concurrently with his father and brother 
Diodotus IT, perhaps ca. 235-220 BC. However, Brian Kritt exam- 
ines this theory in his publication, “New Discoveries In Bactrian 
Numismatics” (CNG &, 2015), and finds that many of the die links 
used to support the “Antiochus Nicator” theory are either false or 
incorrectly sequenced. Kritt concludes that the earlier attribution to 
Diodotus I is most likely correct.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar who might have 
ended up as his successor in power, had events taken a different 
turn. An experienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates 
in Gaul from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. 
He served Caesar loyally during the Civil War against Pompey 
and his successors 48-45 BC and was appointed as Caesar's mint- 
master in Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly large issue 
of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar’s campaigns. These aurei, 
which bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the obverse, 
were used to pay Caesar’s soldiers after the great triumphal 
parade. After Caesar's assassination, Hirtius initially supported 
Marc Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he raised 
an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. 
His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius 
was killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days 
later, leaving Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern his- 
torians owe Hirtius a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing 
Caesar’s Commentaries on the Gallic and Civil Wars.

L. Munatius Plancus was one of the few Roman aristocrats who 
managed to navigate the transition from Republic to Empire with 
his life, career and fortune intact. An officer in Caesar’s army 
during his conquest of Gaul and the civil war against Pompey, 
Plancus was rewarded with the important office of Urban 
Praefect in 45 BC, during which term he struck both gold aurei 
and quinarii. He was Proconsul of Galia Comata when Caesar 
was assassinated in 44 BC, and spent the next several years 
adroitly shifting allegiances from the pro-Senatorial faction led 
by Cicero, to Marc Antony, and to the Triumvirate, and finally to 
Octavian, the ultimate victor. In 27 BC he made the formal pro- 
posal that the Senate grant Octavian the unprecedented title of 
Augustus, by which he is known to history. As a reward, Augustus 
named him to the prestigious office of Censor in 22 BC. The huge 
circular tomb of Plancus still stands on a hill in Gaeta, about 20 
miles from Rome.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as 
they rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 
BC, many Romans must have been stunned to see the image of 
Julius Caesar, recently appointed dictator for an unprecedented 
fourth time, on circulating silver denarii. Like a profusion of 
other honors and titles, the right to place his image on coins had 
been bestowed on Caesar by the Roman Senate. Caesar's enemies 
may have had an ulterior motive in approving the honor, as it 
almost certainly would fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar 
intended to name himself king of Rome. If this was the intent, it 
succeeded, for within three months a conspiracy had been formed 
and Caesar was duly assassinated at a meeting of the Senate 
on March 15, 44 BC. This silver denarius carries a startlingly 
realistic, warts-and-all portrait of Caesar on the obverse and the 
image of the dictator’s patron goddess, Venus, on the reverse. The 
obverse legend acclaims Caesar as “Imperator,” or victorious 
general. Within a few years, Caesar’s successors and even his 
assassins would show no compunction about putting their por- 
traits on their coins.

Marcus Junius Brutus was a blue-blooded Roman who had 
attained a fortune by lending money at exorbitant interest rates 
when he was suborned into the conspiracy against his former 
benefactor, Julius Caesar. As his distant ancestor had entered 
history as a great tyrannicide, Brutus soon became the de-facto 
leader and spokesmen for the assassins. After the Ides of March, 
Brutus induced a cowed senate to give him a governorship in 
northern Greece and promptly departed to raise money and arms 
for the brewing civil war against Caesar’s adherents. He cut a 
brutal swath through Greece, Thrace and Asia Minor, looting 
city treasuries and enforcing horrendous taxes at the point of a 
sword. He turned his ill-gotten gains into silver denarii to pay his 
growing army and navy, including this type. Brutus and his com- 
panions were soon maneuvered into battle against the Caesarians 
at Philippi in Greece, where Mark Antony proved to be much the 
better general. Brutus took his own life with the very dagger he 
had plunged into Caesar, earning this unattractive character the 
reputation as a martyr for the cause of liberty.

This interesting reverse records the heady days when Augustus’s 
two stepsons, Tiberius and Drusus, began the Alpine campaign 
which aimed to bring all of Germany under Roman control. The 
scene depicted on the reverse above shows Drusus and Tiberius 
presenting victory laurels to Augustus for subjugating the tribes 
occupying the foothills of the Alps. This was to be the staging ground 
fora gigantic flank attack that would conquer all of Germania to the 
Elbe and Weser Rivers. A series of campaigns by Drusus 12-9 BC 
seem to have accomplished this; however, the death of Drusus due 
to injuries suffered in a freak riding accident in September of 9 BC 
was a setback which cost the Romans dearly and eventually lost 
them control of “free Germany” east of the Rhine.

Although his reign was largely peaceful, Hadrian took great care 
to maintain the Roman military machine in a high state of readi- 
ness.

Didius Julianus was born to a wealthy family in AD 137, prob- 
ably in Milan. He had a prominent government career, including 
several provincial governorships in the reigns of Marcus Aurelius 
and Commodus. Though successful, did not earn the respect 
of his fellow senators, who regarded him as a sensualist and 
a spendthrift. When the Emperor Pertinax was killed by the 
Praetorians after only a three-month reign, no ready succes- 
sor was at hand. Pertinax’s father-in-law, Flavius Sulpicianus, 
entered the Praetorian camp on 28 March and tried to get the 
troops to proclaim him emperor, but he met with little enthusiasm. 
Sensing an opportunity, Didius Julianus rushed to the camp and 
began to make cash promises to the soldiers from outside the 
wall. Soon the scene became an auction, with Sulpicianus and 
Julianus striving to outbid each other for the favor of the troops. 
When Sulpicianus reached 20,000 sesterces per soldier, Didius 
Julianus upped the bid by a whopping 5,000 sesterces. Sold! 
Julianus was allowed into the camp and proclaimed emperor. 
Confronted by the swords of the Praetorians, the Senate approved 
his elevation, but could not hide its disgust. Disturbances broke 
out throughout the city, and a crowd at the Colosseum loudly 
called for Pescennius Niger, governor of Syria, to march on 
Rome. Niger was not the only alternative. Two other provincial 
governors also declared themselves emperor: Clodius Albinus 
in Britain, and Septimius Severus in Pannonia. Severus, closest 
to Rome, immediately marshaled his troops and invaded Italy. 
Julianus at first tried negotiations, then sent assassins to kill 
Severus, to no avail. Julianus next tried to fortify Rome but the 
results were ineffective and ludicrous. With Julianus’ authority 
in Rome rapidly deteriorating, Severus was able to send mes- 
sages to the Praetorians, who renounced their allegiance to 
Julianus. Seeing their cue, the Senators proclaimed Severus 
emperor and passed a death sentence on Julianus. On June I, AD 
193, a Praetorian officer found the cringing Julianus hiding in the 
palace and dispatched him, ending his 66-day reign.

The first Roman emperor of African descent, Lucius Septimius 
Severus was born on II April, AD 145 in the North African 
city of Lepcis Magna. He entered the Senate during the reign 
of Marcus Aurelius and also served as an officer in the army 
under the general Pertinax, finding the soldier's life much to his 
liking. Talented and hardworking, Severus rose rapidly in the 
Senate hierarchy, becoming consul in AD 190 and proconsul 
of Pannonia Superior the following year. The assassination of 
Commodus on January 1, AD 193 brought his patron Pertinax to 
the throne, but within three months Pertinax had been murdered 
by the Praetorians, who sold the throne to Didius Julianus. An 
outraged populace demanded that Pescennius Niger, gover- 
nor of Syria, or Clodius Albinus, proconsul of Britain, depose 
Julianus. But Severus was much closer in Pannonia, and he 
struck first. Placating Albinus with the junior title of Caesar, 
Severus marched on Rome and easily disposed of Julianus. He 
next marched against Niger and crushed his rebel regime in a 
brutally efficient campaign. Returning to Rome in AD 195, he 
raised his elder son Caracalla to the rank of Caesar, thus sever- 
ing his pact with Clodius Albinus and igniting another civil war, 
which ended with Severus’s victory in AD 197. A bloody purge 
of Albinus’s supporters led many to call him “the Punic Sulla,” 
but with his position secure, he ruled with moderation. Julia 
Domna’s patronage stimulated Rome’s arts and intellectual life, 
but the mutual hatred of their sons, Caracalla and Geta, caused 
the imperial couple no end of grief. Like Hadrian, Severus trav- 
eled incessantly, but his policy was expansion through conquest, 
and in AD 208 he launched an invasion of Scotland. But what was 
supposed to be a quick conquest turned into a long, bitter slog, 
which took its toll on the emperor’s health. On his deathbed in 
York, Severus begged his sons to “be good to each other, pay the 
soldiers well, and the rest can to go to hell.” He died on February 
4, AD 311, at the age of 65.

Gordian I and his son Gordian II share the dubious distinction 
of having the shortest reigns of any “legitimate” Roman emper- 
ors. Born in AD 159 during an era of peace and stability, Marcus 
Antonius Gordianus Sempronianus Romanus claimed a distant 
relation to the emperor Trajan on his mother’s side and descent from 
those famous Republican reformers, the brothers Gracchi, on his 
father’s. Despite these illustrious genes, he had a rather unevent- 
ful career as a Senator and did not reach the Consulship until the 
advanced age of 64. He was approaching his 80s when, in AD 
237/8, the Emperor Maximinus I appointed him governor of North 
Africa, where he was expected to enforce the regime’s draconian 
program of taxation. In March of 238, a group of young African 
nobles rebelled and murdered the emperor’s tax agent. Realizing 
they’d passed the point of no return, the rich rebels sent a delega- 
tion to Gordian begging him to accept the purple as a rival to the 
unpopular Maximinus, who was preoccupied campaigning on the 
Rhine frontier. At first reluctant, Gordian accepted their acclama- 
tion on March 19 and appointed his son, Gordian II, as co-emperor. 
The Gordians both assumed the title Africanus and dispatched 
a messenger to Rome proclaiming their program of reform. The 
Senate, which hated the brutish Maximinus, eagerly approved their 
elevation and began striking coins in their names. But Maximinus 
ordered his loyal governor in Numidia, Capellianus, to attack 
Carthage and crush the revolt. Capellianus duly set out with a 
veteran force, against which the Gordians could only pull together 
an ill-trained rabble. Gordian II died in battle on April 12, AD 238 
and his father hanged himself upon hearing of its outcome. They had 
together reigned a mere 22 days. Despite their brief production run, 
coins of Gordian I and II are notable for their excellent portraiture 
and careful quality control.

The youngest son of Constantine the Great, Flavius Julius 
Constans was born between AD 320 and 323. On Christmas Day 
in AD 333, his father proclaimed him Caesar, thus making him 
coequal with his elder brothers Constantine II and Constantius 
IT. When Constantine died in May of AD 337, the three brothers 
executed most of their male relations and divided the Roman 
Empire. Constans at first received only Italy and Africa as his 
sphere, but at a conference late in AD 337, his realm was enlarged 
to include the Balkan territories and Thrace. These had been 
under the control of Constantius II, with whom Constans formed 
an alliance to thwart the dominance of their senior, Constantine 
IT. Angered by their collusion, Constantine II invaded Italy in 
the spring of AD 340, but fell into an ambush and perished. In 
the territorial redistribution, Constans ended up controlling the 
entire Roman West, including Spain, Gaul, Germany and Britain. 
At first, he ruled with energy and ability, dealing the Franks a 
series of smashing defeats in AD 341-342 and conducting opera- 
tions in Britain along Hadrian’s Wall in AD 343. As time went 
on, Constans sank into indolence and depravity. In January of 
AD 350, a cabal of senior officers rebelled and hailed the half- 
barbarian general Magnentius as emperor. Constans attempted 
to flee toward Spain, but was overtaken and murdered by one of 
Magnentius's agents.

The brief, troubled reign of Marcus Maecilius Flavius Eparchius 
Avitus came against a backdrop of chaos, disintegration and 
intrigue in the dying West Roman Empire. Avitus was a Romano- 
Gallic nobleman of high standing who served as an envoy between 
the Roman Senate and the Visigoths who now ruled large swaths 
of Gaul and Spain. Upon the death of the usurper Petronius 
Maximus at Rome in AD 455, Avitus easily gained the support of 
the Visigothic king, Theodoric ITI, and was proclaimed emperor of 
the West at Arles in southern Gaul on July 9 or 10. An assembly 
of Gallo-Roman nobles ratified the elevation at Toulouse the 
following month, and the East Roman Emperor Marcian gave 
his approval in September. The aristocrats and common folk of 
Italy, however, viewed Avitus as a Gallic interloper and gave 
him a cool reception upon his arrival at Ravenna. Badly in need 
of military prestige, Avitus looked about for a capable general 
to lead his armies and found one in the Romanized barbarian 
Ricimer, who had won a naval battle against the Vandals off the 
coast of Corsica early in AD 456. But Ricimer had grand designs 
of his own. Appointed Master of Soldiers, he soon began intrigu- 
ing with Majorian, the dashing Roman officer leading the army 
of Italy, to undermine Avitus’ feeble regime. A severe famine in 
Italy only worsened the position of Avitus, whose Visigothic allies 
were now preoccupied with a war against the Suevi in Spain. 
Under pressure from the Italian bluebloods, Avitus dismissed his 
Gothic bodyguards and Gallic advisors, which only left him more 
vulnerable. The final coup d’etat came on October 17, AD 456, 
when Majorian and Ricimer withdrew their support and simply 
declared Avitus deposed. He fled Rome, hoping to make safe 
haven in Gaul, but was overtaken by Ricimer, forced to abdicate, 
and consecrated bishop of Piacenza (a common means of perma- 
nently removing someone from government service). He never 
lived to take up his clerical post, dying a few days or weeks later, 
either of natural causes or on Ricimer’s orders. The rare coinage 
of Avitus reflects his Gallic origins, as most of the coins in his 
name appear to have been struck at the newly reopened mint of 
Arelate (modern Arles), where he was first acclaimed emperor.

The short, troubled reign of Procopius Anthemius represents the 
Roman world’s last chance at unity in the face of the disasters 
that would shortly overwhelm its western half. Born into a dis- 
tinguished and wealthy Constantinopolitan family, Anthemius 
was highly regarded as a general and magistrate, and had been 
considered a prime candidate for the East Roman throne when 
his father-in-law, the emperor Marcian, died in AD 457. Instead, 
Leo I got the job, but Anthemius took the setback in stride and 
won a series of military victories over the Goths and Huns on 
Leo’s behalf. In the mid AD 460s, Vandal raids on Greece con- 
vinced Leo that he needed to cooperate with the West Roman 
regime headed by the half-barbarian generalissimo Ricimer. In 
AD 467, with Ricimer’s approval, Leo appointed Anthemius to 
the vacant western throne. Anthemius reached Rome on April 12 
and was duly hailed as Augustus by the Senate, but many Italians 
viewed him as a Greek interloper and this colored his relations 
with the locals from the outset. In AD 468, a massive joint naval 
expedition against the Vandals in North Africa came to grief, 
badly undermining Anthemius’ position. Visigothic gains in Gaul 
further eroded his popularity over the next few years and caused 
a dangerous rift to develop between Anthemius, who ruled from 
Rome, and Ricimer, based in Milan. Leo tried to mediate by 
sending a highborn envoy named Olybrius to Italy in the spring of 
AD 472, but Ricimer decided Olybrius would prove a more pliable 
puppet emperor and marched against Rome to depose Anthemius. 
Rome underwent a three-month siege and finally fell to a deter- 
mined attack on the Pons Aelius. Anthemius donned the garb of 
a beggar and tried to escape, but was identified, captured and 
beheaded, probably on July 11, AD 472. Olybrius replaced him 
but survived only a few months before dying of dropsy. The brief, 
disastrous civil war made a final split with the East inevitable 
and sealed the doom of West Roman Empire. The gold coinage 
of Anthemius reflects his origins by following the convention for 
frontal portraiture found on East Roman and later Byzantine 
coins. The reverse of this incredible Rome-mint gold solidus cel- 
ebrates the supposed unity of East and West empires by showing 
Anthemius and Leo together supporting a long cross, on which 
rests, according to the legend, the “Health of the Republic.”

During his long, tumultuous reign, Leo I “The Great” relied 
on a Romanized Isaurian chieftain, Zeno, to do much of the 
reign’s heavy lifting and dirty work. To cement the relationship, 
he married his daughter Ariadne to Zeno; about AD 467 she bore 
him a son who was named Leo after his grandfather. When Leo I 
died on January 18, 474, the child ascended to the Eastern Roman 
Throne as Leo II, but it soon became clear he needed a protector 
and the Byzantine Senate named his father Zeno as co-Augustus 
on February 9. The child fell ill toward the end of the year and 
died in November, leaving the unpopular Zeno as sole ruler. 
Rumors flourished that Zeno had poisoned his own son, but this 
seems as unlikely as it was unnecessary. 


The very rare gold coinage of the brief joint reign depicts an 
armored figure on the obverse, presumably Zeno, while 
the reverse depicts the two rulers seated in a double throne. 
Interestingly, the smaller of the two figures, Leo IT, is seated to 
the left, in the “senior” position.

The last Byzantine (and therefore the last Roman) Emperor, Constantine XI 
Palaeologus was nominated for the throne by his brother John VIII, who died 
childless in 1448. He had previously served as Despot of Morea (the Medieval 
name for the Peloponnesus), where he won a reputation for vigorous, resource- 
ful leadership. Constantine was crowned emperor in Mistra, capital of Morea, 
on January 6, 1449, and proceeded to Constantinople; because so much of the 
intervening territory was under hostile rule, he was forced to book passage on a 
Catalan ship. Only a few months after Constantine's arrival in the capitol, Sultan 
Murad died and was replaced by his ambitious and aggressive son, Mehmed, 
who immediately began planning for the conquest of Constantinople. Constantine 
engaged in frantic diplomatic and military in preparation for the attack. To 
obtain support from the Latin West, he affirmed the unpopular union of Eastern 
and Western Churches that his brother had put forth in the previous reign. Fewer 
than 1,000 Western mercenaries answered his call for assistance, and he was only 
able to muster about 7,000 Byzantine soldiers to defend Constantinople against 
an Ottoman army numbering 60,000, which arrived before the city in early April, 
1453. Still, the defenders managed to hold out for more than a month before the 
Sultan’s siege cannon forced a breach in the city walls on May 29, through which 
the Ottoman army surged. Constantine was last seen leading a band of defenders 
in a futile and presumably fatal charge. His body was never positively identified 
among the Byzantine dead, and legends soon arose that he had somehow escaped 
and would return to evict the Ottomans and restore the Empire to its full glory, a 
dream that remains unfulfilled. 


Notes from Bendall “We know from eyewitness or contemporary reports of the 
siege of Constantinople, including those of Leonard, Archbishop of Chios and 
Nicolo Barbaro, that Constantine ordered holy vessels to be taken from the 
churches, melted down and struck into silver coins to pay the soldiers, ditch 
diggers and builders engaged in the defence of the city. It is more than likely 
that these coins would have been eighth-stavrata than the larger denominations, 
since they would have been used for day to day petty transactions during the last 
days. The authorities would hardly have been striking the higher denominations 
which, as can be seen from Giacomo Badoer’s account books (1436-1440), were 
primarily used in trade. The eighth-stavrata in unworn condition and with many 
die duplicates are prime contenders for being the very last coins struck in the 
Byzantine Empire.” 


No coins of Constantine XI were known to exist until a single specimen was iden- 
tified by Simon Bendall in the mid 1980s. In 1991, the discovery of a small hoard 
brought a handful of further pieces to light. These were examples of the silver 
stavraton, the standard coinage of the late Byzantine realm, and its fractions. 
Hastily struck and of crude design, the pieces are tangible evidence of how far 
the Empire had fallen since the heyday of Justinian nine centuries earlier.

In July of 1808, the Boulton & Watt company received a letter from one Manuel Antonio de Paiva requesting an esti- 
mated cost to “deliver a coin mint to the ‘Brazils’ and to provide technical support from British operators”, including the means to “overstrike 
coins similarly to what had been done in Great Britain for the Spanish Colonial 8 Reales.” As a result, and undoubtedly to provide a sample of 
the coins to be produced, a series of sample patterns dated 1809 were minted in various metals. All are rare and highly sought after, with only a 
handful of silver pieces known in any grade, and the copper pieces conditionally very rare in higher preservations.

Despite political turmoil in Rome in 88 BC, the newly elected 
Consul L. Cornelius Sulla was determined to carry on with the 
war against Mithradates VI of Pontus, who had slaughtered 
80,000 Roman civilians and threatened to wrest all of Rome’s 
eastern provinces from her control. When his command was 
blocked by the political maneuvering of his old rival Marius, he 
marched his legions on Rome to re-assert his authority, a first in 
Roman history. This accomplished, he departed for Greece with 
a sizeable force and landed at Epirus in 87 BC. Most of central 
Greece submitted to his authority, but Athens remained loyal to 
Mithradates, so Sulla placed the city under siege and starved 
it into submission, entering on March I, 86 BC. His men ruth- 
lessly stripped the city of all portable wealth. During the siege, 
Sulla took a page from the Roman administration of Macedon 
and struck a local coinage on the same pattern as the Athenian 
“New Style” tetradrachms, removing the city’s identifying ethnic 
and replacing it with two monograms that probably stand for 
MAR(cus) TAM(ioy), or “Marcus the Treasurer.” The mint 
location was probably the camp of Sulla’s supporting general 
Lucullus,; ancient sources refers to such coins as “Leukolleia.”

The obverse of this coin features an attractive portrait of Octavian 
with a remarkable legend describing him as “the Champion of 
Liberty and the People of Rome,” which refers to his victory over 
Antony and Cleopatra only a few years earlier. The reverse is 
notable for the reduction of the traditional cistophoric type (a 
cista mystica with snakes emerging) to an adjunct symbol, while 
the main type features Pax to indicate the peace to come follow- 
ing Octavian’s victory. Overall, this coin represents an important 
political type marking the resumption of cistophoric coin produc- 
tion after a hiatus of almost a decade.

In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay 
for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted 
by Auctioneer).
